Cues Facronres on 4 New Pran.—Sinco the 
inauguration of clicesc-fictories, great efforts Tinve 
been made to improve the various parts of the sys- 
tem 30 as better fo adapt it to the’ wanta of dairy- 
men, Tho heesé.inaklng facillttes of ten years ago. 
seem execedingly erndé and cramped compared with 
thoso of the present day. The old tub, the wooden 
curd cutter and the swing eam press, are bégit- 
ning to be regarded ai! cutiositics of an old age, 
tho rude implements of aprimitive people with 
which the present generation Nave had nothing to 
do. 

Before tho inauguration of factories, the progres- 
dye step of the dairy wes slow, short and halting. 
Since, it has been rapid, long and ure in fla tread, 
How far we are to Improve in the next ten years is 
of course w matter of speculation ; but if no pro- 
gress is made it will not be for the want of effort 
or because new fdeas looking toward progress have 
not been tried, ‘ 

The latest sugzestion, as an improvement on tho 
factory system, 1s that now being put to n practical 
test by LN. Brows, of the West Edmeston fac- 
tory. Atsome central point nn iminenisa nnd coth- 
modious cheese-curing room is ereeted eapable of 
holding the cheese from a thousand or more cows, 
and mdiating from this are branch) factories or 
simply cheap buildings for reosiving the milk and 
manufacturing the cliecse. ‘Tho cheose Is properly 
marked so a5 to bo identified and conveyed to the 
conttal dry house where it is cared for in the usual 
manner until marketed, 

What is claimed in this plan ia saying 1 the cost 
of building and fixtures, a better condition of the 
milk and greater accommodation to dafrymen in de- 
livering wii, ‘Thus a branch) or manufacturing 
room i located among a few farmers living near 
cach other, and one vat ect up capable of holding 
tho milk of 160 or 200 cows, One man only, will 
bo required to run the branch, There is but o

pose, and the ‘hauling the cheese ‘ones 
a week to the factory would be ‘but a 
trifle, compared (o hauling milk twice a day. Fac 
tories generally, we think, should include in their 
operations teams for the delivery of milk. Leta 
price be established for taking the milk at the ata- 
ble to the factory and manufacturing it into cheeso.

Why, 
pass any day along the sidewalks of High street, 
Whers theso aristocrats more particularly divell— 
these aristocrats, whose sons are now in. the bands 
of guenilas ond’ cut-tlroats who proyrl, and rob, 
nnd murder around our city—pass by their dwell: 
ings, I say, and you will see as many mulatto as 
negro children, the former bearing an unmistakable 
resemblance to their aristocratic owners | 

Colored men of Tennesca!. this, too, shall ccasc,

ged into a concubinage compared to which poly- 
amy Isa virtue, wo saisy Ubobratal uss of eave- 
holders and overseers!

‘Tur Eyesrs ov Tih Lasr Moxtn—Althougl the 
Jast four years bave been crowded with, momentous 
events, the month just concluded surpasses ony) 
similar period in the uumber and importance of the 
transactions which occurred during it, So schooled 
have we become to suck things that, saving the 
marder of the President, these occurrences haye 
not produced tho sensation corresponding to tir 
magnitude, and are yet scarcely appreciated in their 
immediate and remote consequences.

‘At the same time our forces were pressiag the enc 
my at Mobile, and on the twelfth, that seaport, the 
last in the possession of the Confederacy, east of 
the Mississipi, fell into the hands of the national 
forces. 

The heart of the people was beating high, the 
hopes of peace were joyous.at the prospect, 
amid the uniyersel rejoicing, the hand of the 
tir struck down bim who was “ first in the hearts 
of his countrymen," and almost took the life of bis 
chief counselor, one of the purest and most exalted 
of our siatesmen. But belore the shock of the 
stroke had reaclicd the romoter portions cf the 
country, the constitutional change in the adminis. 
tration was completed. The event usually accom- 
panicd with months of agitation and excitement 
was made in less than halfia day, and the bowilder- 
ment of the nation became a mingled feeling of 
grief for the dead, and reassured confidence in the 
restoration of union and peace.

VIEWS OF ORNKRAL SHERMAN, 

A Trilume correspondent gives tho gist of n late 
conversation Gen. Sherman bad with his lieutenants, 
‘The most interesting theme among all: upon which 
tha conversation touched was the recent interview 
with Gen, Johnston at Darham Station. With this 
interview Gen. Sherman expressed himsclf as high. 
Iy pleased. Johnston was courtcous and. affable, 
‘and freely acknowledged that the cause of the Cou- 
{cloracy was hopeless and that humanity demanded 
an immediate cessation of hostilitics. To mect this 
end Sherman proposed that Johnston, ag the rank 
ing oflicer of the confederacy, now that Gen, Lee is 
apnsoner, should surrender the eptire remaining 
armics of the insurgent States. To this propoaitios 
Johnston only objected that he doubted whether his 
authority would be recognized by the Soutb, and 
that he lacked the power to enforcesuch a eapitula- 
tion as the one proposed, _Shermav, however, rath: 
er hunotously remarking that he would Tend is 
all the power he needed, Johnston’ agreed to do 
“ivhat im him lay” to pacify tho nation, especially 
as the great Mogul of the Confederacy when its for- 
tunes were prosperous, Hut its *‘emall potato” when 
its fortunes aro failing, could not be found, 
Very little difficulty was’ experienced by the: tio 
chieltains in-agrecing to the terms of the capitula- 
tion of the Southern armies. Sherman offerod and 
Johnston accepted substantially the samo terms 
which were offered by Gen, Grant to Gen. Lee. 
Johnston further agreed to issue!a proclamation to 
the Rebel Legislatures, calling uyon them to mect 
at their respective eapitals and. take the onth of 
“Sal to the Government of the United States.

There are four scts of 
columns on each frout, On the spaces between 
these columns are Iet in gothic windows beauti- 
fully draped, which add greatly to the solemnity of 
the general appearance. Over the conter of each 
of the arches on both {ronts aro large and imposin; 
American shields, from which hang draped natfonal 
flags in graceful festoous. From tho flags, mourn 
ing drapery entwines about the different festoons 
| of the arches up to the pinnacle in the center, The 
lower portion of the arches is also heavily draped 
with black and white beautifully arranged, Filly 
flozs in all form the drapery and surmount tho arch- 
cs. On each pediment of the central arch, js placed 
a bust of the lamented dead, and upon cach main 
front, resting upon the pinnacle above the fest6ons, 
js seen a magnificont eagle, underneath tho eagle 
and abora_ {he bust, the drapery takes the form of 
the sun's rays, aa if they still Ungered upon the 
corpse. Upon the faces of the arch is the following.
